He was 
iiniMiiiilly good at spelling, (in those 
old days when one had to tue the 
murk j'some of you remembcrit) This 
hid In (mention wax always at the 
liend of his class und had the highest 
marks of any lad In the school.

WUH a wonder to Ihe rest of the schol- 
ars, how he could spell anything that 
t'tuiie along ; mil 11 at last < no of his 
competitor* discovered, Mint, when he 
reached a (lillleult word, his hand al- 
ways flew to the Initton on his wuist- 
coiit, and 
while he 
lingered that 


Initton, he could spell anything. One 
day, al play, with a pair of M-issors 
procured for the purimse, hid com- 
panion nipped the button from his 
walrit-ccat, 
so of course when the 


spelling match was on they toed the 
line. Ilia competitors were second in 
the cluss. At fust a tall word came 
mid the champion tackled it and ran 
well fur u period until he leui hed u 
(litlleult syllable then Ills finger Hew 
to the button.

It Is better to lie a man than to 


be a hero. Thero are few exigencies 
that otfer opportunities for men and 
crown them us heroes. For institute 
th<-re was one emergency, one oppor- 
tunity t» enter Manila Bay and Ad- 
miral Dewey chanced tu lie near the 
Joint and went in and was crowned. 


think It would lie doing Injustice 


to American manhood, to say there 
were not plenty of men all uronnd, 
who might, If they had been in that 
position, have entered that morning 
nml been crowned In Dcwey's place. 
lie chanced to be the man at the point 
»ud entertd and was crowned. There 
tire only a few exigencies In life that 
make what we call heroes, bill there 
Is always the chance to be a man, and 
lifter all that Is the. highest and best 
thing within the attainment nf any 
Individual in this audience, this after- 
noon. 


When (Jolt, the great temperance 


lecturer, and great man, visited Italy 
wilb his wile, they were up among 
Ihe Alp and John Golf, speaking to 
the guide suggested that if opjnrtun- 
Ity presented Itself, he, Gott, would 
be delighted to sec the sun rise above 
tho clouds; and on a morning when a 
storm was on the guide aroused tbe 
sleepers and suid: "Mr. GotI, If you 
are anxious to see the sun rise above 
the clouds, como with me now." Mr. 
Gofl arose hurriedly, his wife like- 
wise, and they went out Into the wirly 
morning and followed the guide tip, 
up the rugged path until they reached 
the 
point where 
the guide said, 


"Watch." In a moment, those who 
have been In Ihe hills will appreciate 
It, in a flash the great sun lifted bis 
Lead out (if Ihe eastern horlron and 
cent his panels of gold down I nto the 
clouds beneath them painting the 
rolling maw Into the beauty of the 
mother of pearl. Enraptured witb the

To be a man 
is better than all this. She wa» right. 


Now, my Christian brothers, you 


must understand this afternoon that 
an Individual Is not a man who Is 
granted a franchise. 
An individual 


is not a man who simply lips tho scale* 
at so many pounds. A man may he 
able to weigh ISO pounds avoirdupois 
and still be far less than the genuine 
Interpretation of the term. 


What ore tbe elements in character 


that produce man? I dare say 1 agree 
with the sentiment of all here when I 
'declare, in order to produce the high- 
est character, thero must be a proper 
Ideal before the life. 
With l<ss than 


a true Ideal, character drops »bort of 
this end. We may never be nble to 
reach our ideal. We may be always 
IMS than our Ideals; 1 dare Hay, ue 
will always be no, but there l» no ar- 
gument in tbat against Ideals. That 
which leads us on Is tbat which makes 
us, oilier things being equally right. 
Perhaps I bad better lefer to a eon 


crele example of what I am trying to 
reach. In a little village in this 
state, the one in which my home was 
located, there were three brothers, 
son* of the same father and mother, 
surrounded by the same environment 
in life. 
Two of tbe boys, the older two, 


nude a •hlpwnck of life In a luoit li 
•Notable way and bopetaw faahlon 


one, Hie younger made bin mark and 
stands today In Ihe very front rank of 
the bust men of his state, bidding 
fair to .Micupy a position of national 
trust and distinction. 


When they were luds, their environ- 


ment WUH the same. The older pair 
Imd no higher ambition than to make 
enough money during the day to buy 
whiskey with which to got drunk ut 
night. If perchance they had a little 
left overto Increase the portion for the 
next day that was tbe height of their 
ambition. Just a few years ago the 
alder of the two disgraced a drunk- 
ard's grave, today the younger of tbe 
two older boys Is a by-word ofdlsgrnce 
In I be village where he lives; while 
Fred the younger, at f have already 
indicated stands In the very zenith of 
his manhood and has a strong vigorous 
character for God and right and truth. 


When Fred was a Ind beginning to 


develop, he walked along the street 
with a cigarette between his lips 
pulling 
away in a very scientific 


fashion whieli the people of the vill- 
age shake their heads and suy: "Blood 
will tell, that boy is following the 
ste|is of the others.'' 


After a little while Fred entered the 


icademy in that village, he chanced 
o fall In with u good miin, 
Prof. 


iChret. He was u good man arid un- 
lerstood the problems which were be- 
ore him. He sut himself u task and 
n.mediately begun to paint pictures 
rf that Ixiy's )[re and shovveil that 
ud the possibility of a higher influ- 
ence and power of living. Kreil began 
o look, listen and tulmirc. it was not 
ong until when meeting Fred un the 
street you discovered the cigarette had 
pine, he hud washed his face, he hud 
mishcd up his old xuil to make It 
onk as good as possible. 


Meeting Fred on the street you !>£•- 


gan to hear him tnlk ubi>ut Prof. Kh- 
ret and of the Ideal life that man win 
iving. Not 
long after that Fred 


announced himself a Christian in the 


hurch, with the result uhichl have 
U ready announced.

I'heodore ifcxisevelt could li\c above 
t and obtain the high mark of tlis- 
incitlon which he attained und held 
n the affections of the people of the 
Jnlled rttates of Ameiicu today. A 
iluec unpurlellcd byany pwsident who 
•vcr occupied the chair, 
before Li u- 


•oln or since. 
I think there might be 


suinc little explanation in tills way. 


On tho wall of Ihe work shop, so to 


tpcuk, of Roosevelt, just above the 
iiluce where the president wrete, look- 
ing into the face of the wiiter, was 
:his suggestive motto: "lie "sure you 
ire right, then find points of contact." 
When Theodore Roosevelt loukcd up, 
ic looked into the face of that motto. 
Me declared it was that motto that 
noved him to action. Be sure you 
ue right, then rind points of contact. 
Men, you can have no higher moltu as 
ih ideal than Theodore Roosevelt's. 
A man in this world that Is right 
without points of contact, Is or little 
value to the worltl or to Gud. A man 
who is wrong with points of contact 
is a dangerous contingency in any 
community. 


A man who is right with points of 


contact, utlier tilings being equal, will 
iccomplish in any community the 
liighest possible attainment within 
liis charuuter. lie sure you're right 
then linil points of contact. 


.Now it lakes a great deal of couinge 


to do the right thing under all cir- 
cumstances, and not only ideal, but 
coinage is essential ill manhood. It is 
a comparatively envy thing to do I but 
which is right heie this afternoon, 
or this evening as you shall come to 
hear the minister speak. II is com- 
paratively an easy thing to do right 
whe'i you are surrounded by friends 
and helpers In the home <>l college 
or institution of learning. It i« quite 
another thing to do right when it costs 
something for the doing, but if the 
thing is right, do it. 


If yon are convinced in your heatt 


and mind that thi" course of conduct 
Is the right course, then do it, if the 
heavens fall. 
Do it if every friend is 


severed. Do it. 


I knew a lad who entered an insti- 


tution of learning, at a New Knglaiid 
college. He is met by a deputation 
From the college who solicit him 
for 


one of the fmterniies. He is told the 
advantages, how In being u member 
of that fraternity is an immediate step 
to become a leader with them in the 
university life. Of course, being a 
lad who Is somewhat green, his early 
training hud been on Ihe farm, he 
immediately stepped into the net and 
paid his initiation fee into the fra- 
ternity. Now it so chanced that he 
had not been in long before he dis- 
covered that he stood in a/ perilous 
place. The men with whom be was 
associated were the worst and basest 
of men, notwithstanding the fact that 
they were rich. He bad sense enough 
to know this, that to leave that frater- 
nity without any excuse other than 
he could offer would draw upon his 
head the scourge of that society und 
draw upon his life the denunciation 
of the wealthy fellows of that insti- 
tution ; aud lie tried lo get them to 
reform, told them the error of their 
way; he tried tu help them up. 1 he 
president of the fraternity laughed 
and said, "Do you expect to come In 
here, a green lad, from the bills, and 
teach us what we ought to do, are we 
listening to freshmen'/" 


Things went from bad to woise. 
One night the young man went to tbe 
president of Ihe institution and said, 
"It has come to this, the society re- 
forms or I go out of it." The president 
with curling lips said, "This society 
will not reform and you will not go 
out of it,".and held before him the 
penalty which he knew before but 
that president rubbed It in. The next 
night all u round were evidences of de- 
pravity and sin. The lad to whom I 
refer came In and looked ou tbe sin j 
he took his coat and hat and saiu 
good-bye and went out of that place 
once for all. 
The next morning there was a fu- 


rore around. Tbe next week every- 
body was busy In tbe university; one 
boy after another who hud associated 
with this individual left him alone; 
but there wasn't a man in that insti- 
tution but would own down lu his 
heart that the boy had acted wisely 
and well. He went through tbe four 
years and graduated at the head of 
his class with honors and distinction 
because be had wisdom to do tbe 
right thing. 


A parallel example across the river 


where one of tbe most disgraceful 
debauches that ever occurred under 
the protection of the .State of New 
Jersey occurred in the city of Trenton 
in the State House lust week at the 
closing of tbe session of the New Jer- 
sey Legislature when men paid by 
the honest, sober constituency drank 
themselves drunk and gave themselves 
over to depravity and debauchery un- 
der the n»r of tbe State House of the 
Garden Htate of the nation. Home ol 
the men nave been called to task, and 
asked to explain, are now saying 
through the papers tbnt they were 
powerless to enter a protest. They 
were powerless to enter a protest I You 
are living near enough to Trenton to 
know they were not powerless to en- 
ter a protest. 


If the thing is right m»n, do it. I 


have conscience enough through tbe 
grace of God to believe If the course 
of contact is the course we ought to 
lake, God will give ut grace to go 
through if we start. 


1 remember the experience of that 


grand old uncle of mine, John Brown, 
of Harper's Kerry fame. I remember 
what they used to say about him, and 
sing about him; how they used to 
sing "John Brown's body 
lies a 


mouldering in the grave," etc. I do 
know that when John Brown took 
that good old woman by the hand, 
his wife, und looked in her face, aud 
said that morning, "I 
will never 


come back; this means widowhood to 
you, but I am doing it far God and 
;he right," he was honest. 
The 


world has lived long enough to appre- 
ciate the faot that be was honest and 
some day u great shaft will lie laised 
to his tiuino, to the honor of the man 
who did the right thing though it 
meant his life. 


Men of Bristol, if H Is tbe light 


hlng to be u cnrixtian, be one. If 
.he Christian course of life Is the right 
course to do, do It, I wouldn't snap 
nv fingers for the man who in the 
ilibt of what he ought to do, turns 
:iis faee and his footsteps in the oppo- 
site «li reel ion. Courage, it Is needed 
to be u man, but I always admired 
the old guards under Napoleon. It 
seems to me, that while they may 
lave been misled In some directions, 
;hey ought to suggest to this world hy 
:be.lr action one of the prime qualities 
:hat go to make u Christian. On 
that eventful day at Waterloo the 
'ules seemed to be working against 
the Emperor; the day seemed to be 
lost. Jt Is said old Napoleon dis- 
patched a courier to the famous guards 
who were standing firm In their place 
(it is suid that it is the first time in 
the history of the Empeior that he 
sent a message of that character) to 
Tall back to safety. Every student of 
[''i-endi history knows the answer. 
They sent back an answei by the 
aine cornier, "Tell the Emperor that 
the old guard cull die, but never sur- 
render." There may be no juHtlltca- 
tlon for the slaying of these riparians 
in Thermopylae in the army of Xerxes, 
lor for the old guard fulling in their 
plaees trmn the fact of stniuling their 
{round, but the great point is for 
icn in this world fighting a moral 


light, Uod help us to see the wisdom 
if (IvinK if need he for the moral is- 
Hite, tint never under God, never sur- 
render in buttle. 
Perseverance IH the third quality. 


You ask me what i« the difference be- 
tween 
courage and 
perseverance? 


Some (inference. You will find 
the 


difference by referring to the diction- 
ary. 
There is u very nice shade of 


distinction between the two. 1 am 
certain you will find it applicable to 
the line I am presenting t<i you this 
afternoon. 
The difference is here. 


It required courage for Christopher 
Columbus lo man his ships in the 
face of odds of the evil superstition 
It required courage to point bis ships 
Into the unknown Ken. It required 
courage to leave behind the sight of 
those deur to him and all he hoped 
to be in life; but it required persever- 
..nec, when, after the days hud passed 
into weeks, and mutiny had generat- 
ed on Ills ships for the purpose of 
turning hack to the main land, in the 
face of that suggestion of those who 
wanted logo buck home, to press on 
toward what he believed to lie yonder, 
means perseverance. 


It was courage that 
caused the 


Uulatians to start, but lack of perse- 
verance caused them to lull. They 
were courageous in the beginning. 
The Hible declares they run well fora 
beagnn. Nobody questions their run- 
ning properly while at it, but they 
fulled because they lacked pcrsever- 
anee to press on. 
Now, 1 
dare 


say tills brother who has preached for 
twenty years has discovered a great 
jiiany pninful examples of men who 
started in with sleeves rolled up, so 
to speak, who have fought desper- 
ately during the first charge, and 
came with reasonable strength in the 
second, und in the third fulled. 
It 


may be they fought desperately for 
two und a half charges, and In the 
third one failed. Two men drown; 
the one way out in the ocean, where 
the water Is a mile and a half deep. 
Tim other at the pier with his band 
just touching the slimy anchor as he 
is going down; tbe one out yondci is 
no more dead than the one here.

DAM OK SPRING WAl'EK? 


The new borough engineer seems to 


be htting into his place slowly but 
surely. The water here has been far 
below its usual quality for several days 
and an investigation started which is 
said to have resulted in the discovery 
that dam water was lieing used in- 
stead of spring or artesian well water. 
Ihe dam is used as a reservoir supply 
In case of fire and the water is large- 
ly surface water of doubtful purity. 


The reason given for its use at this 


time is said to be that it will make a 
better showing as to coal consumption 
because the water from tbe dam flows 
into the receiving ba-sin by gravity 
while that from the artesian wells 
has to be pumped. Council a'so dis- 
coveied that under the old manage- 
ment they were paying from one third 
to one-half more for their oils at the 
water works than the same oils were 
being bought for by other concerns 
i n the town. This may have been a 
surprise to some of the Councilmen 
but probably not lo all of them and 
the question now is '' was there graft; 
If so, who got it?" Council also 
awoke to the fact that li there should 
be a break in any of the water mains 
requiring new pipe that the only 
thing they could do would be to shut 
off the wateruntil they could send to 
Philadelphia for new pipe. 
This 


they have remedied to some extent by 
directing that pipe be ordered and 
kept on hand for repul re. They are, 
of course, up against it financially 
and at their next regular meeting on 
Monday night will endeavor to hit on 
some plan to relieve the financial 
stringency. - 


BASE BALL PROSPECTS. 


Baseball Is still the most frequently 


talked of near future sport for the 
town. On Saturday there will be a 
practice game here of teams made up 
of the men who are signed to play 
with Doylestown in the league, about 
twenty in all, and from these candi- 
dates the directors of tbe association, 
with tbe assistance of the fans, will 
select tbe team to represent Doyles- 
town h the league.

town will bave its garbage problem 
solved, as Assistant Jailer Howard 
C. Vaux Is considering a plan by 
which a systematic removal of gar- 
bage can be accomplished at small 
cost to housekeepers, hotels and res- 
taurants and stores. The main ques- 
tion is that of getting a sufficient 
number of lesldents to guarantee to 
patronize a garbage system and then 
to get a place to dtanoee of it 
Mr. 


Vaux believes the plan will be popu- 
lar enough to enable him to put the 
service Into operation by May 1st. 
The idea Is to remove everything be- 
tween the hours of 3 a. m. and noon 
as often as necessary. The cost will 
be BO email and tbe accommodation 
BO desirable that II will very likely be 
a success. Tbe demand for such a 
system has been 
voiced for some 
months and Is discussed particularly 
during the hot months. 


This will relieve tbe minds of tbe 


Sewer Company to some extent as 
they will nave that much leas to 
handle at their alleged disposal plant. 
Tbe Hewer Company is still pursuing 
its plan of "masterly inactivity" and 
it is freely said that witb our present 
Council no relief will be obtained un- 
til Doylestowo Is devastated by a se- 
vere epidemic of typhoid fever.

The excessive dntlesjn the present 


law on pic lead, white lead, red lead, 
orange mineral, the products fiom 
whicli arc made the paints that are 
Ubed to preserve the homes and build- 
ings of the people have been inalii- 
taine at practically the present rales, 
when there is conclusive evidence that 
such duties are far In excess .of the 
dllTureiice in cost of production 
at 


home and abioad. The duty on pig 
lead Is fixed at $12.50 a ton more than 
tiie duty on lead in the ore, while tbe 
evidence shows that the entire cost of 
reducing the lead from-ore to pigs does 
not exceed V8 a ton and the maximum 
difference In the cost of such reduction 
In this cost over that in any other 
country In the world does not exceed 
?4. Yet in his bill a duty of $12.50 
a ton in provided to cover that dlfler- 
ence. 


It has also been clearly demon- 


strated that as a result of such excess- 
ive duties combinations have been 
formed by the manufacturer of these 
articles by which exorbitant prices 
have been charged the public for lead 
and lead paints. These high duties 
and the high prices of the lead paints 
hnve resulted in the making of large 
amounts of paints from cheaper ma- 
te) ials, such as barytes. These cheaper 
paints have become serious competitors 
with the paints made from the pro- 
ducts of tnv lead trust, undappamntly 
in order to protect tho trust 
further, 


the duty on crude barytes has been 
doubled in this bill. It has been in- 
creased from about 20 to 40 per cent ad 
valorem. The maintenance of these 
high rates is In direct violation of the 
pledges made the people In the cam- 
paign.

Tlie excessive dutiesjn the present 
law on pig lead, white lead, red lead, 
orange mineral, tho products fiom 
which are made the paints that are 
Ubed to preserve the homes and build- 
ings of the people have been niala- 
taine at practically the present rates, 
when there is conclusive evidence Chat 
such duties are fur in excess .of the 
difference In cost of production at 
home and ubioad. The duty on pig 
lead is fixed at $12 60 a ton more than 
the duty on lead in the ore, while the 
evidence shows that the entire cost of 
reducing the lead from^ore to pigs does 
not exceed $8 a tun and tbe maximum 
difference it) the cost of such reduction 
in this coi-t over that in any other 
country in the world does not exceed 
$4. Vet In his hill a duty of $12.50 
a ton is provided to cover that diller- 
ence. 


It has also heen clearly demon- 
strated that as a result of such excess- 
ive duties combinations have been 
formed hy the manufacturers of these 
articles by which exorbitant prices 
have lieon charged the public for lead 
und lead paints. These high duties 
and the high prices of the lead palnte 
have revolted in the making of large 
amounts of paints from cheaper ma- 
teilnls, such us barytes. These cheaper 
paints have become serious competitors 
with the paints made from the pro- 
ducts of Ihe lead trust, and apparantly 
In order to protect tbe trust 
further, 


the duty on crude barytes has been 
doubled in this bill. It had been in- 
creased from about 20 to 40 per eeut ad 
valorem. The maintenance of these 
high rates is in direct violation of ttie 
pledges made the people in the cum- 
I'aign.
